Monks  move  to  new  abbey;  first  co-ed  dorm  built

Since  tlie  relocation  of  St.  Procopius  Abbey 
to  Li.sle  at  tlie  turn  of  the  centur\-,  tlie 
monastic  comniimit\'  lias  never  had  an  abbey 
church.  After  the  election  of  Abbot  Daniel 
Kucera  OSB  in  1964,  the  Abbot  and  the  coin- 
munitv  decided  that  a  seperate  churcii  and 
nionastar\'  were  imperative  for  the  future 
welfare  of  St.  Procopius  Abbev. 

The  chapter  voted  June  10,  1965  that  the 
abbey  be  relocated  to  the  80-acre  site 
.southeast  of  College  Road.  Well  known 
architects  were  interviewed  by  the  communi- 
t\'  and  in  Febiiiary  of  1966  they  chose 
Edward  Dart  of  the  firm  Loebl,  Schlossman, 
Bennett  and  Dart  of  Chicago. 

Mr.  Dart,  who  had  lived  with  the  monks 
for  several  davs  in  April  to  leam  the 
monastic  way  of  life,  explained  to  the  com- 
munitv  in  September  how  he  had  concieved 
the  building  as  a  home  for  a  familv  of  monks 
rather  than  an  institution  with  rooms 
flanking  long  corridors.  Tlie  building  would 
tit  the  contours  of  the  land  with  the  church  at 
the  top  of  the  slope.  The  church  and 
monastar\  \\ould  have  one  main  entrance. 
The  monks  private  rooms  would  be  situated 
around  a  cloistered  garden  and  the  rooms  en 
one   side   of  the   corridor   face   the   woods. 

The  communitv  approved  Dart's  plans  and 
exca\ation  for  the  100,000  square  foot  $2.8 
million  dollar  building  started  Februarv  1, 
1968.  The  abbey  was  complete  enough  to  live 
in  da\s  before  its  dedication,  June  10,  1970. 

The  monastar\'  houses  71  monks  with 
pro\isions  for  guests.  A  communit\'  life 
center  provides  for  the  dining  and  social 
needs  of  the  whole  communit\'.  The  church, 
which  seats  700  is  open  to  the  people  of 
ni-igiiboring  communities.  "The  architec- 
tural theme  of  the  building,"  according  to 
building  co-ordinator  Fr.  Michael  Komechak 
OSB,  "is  perfectlv  suited  to  its  purpose.  Its 
simplicitN  pro\  ides  a  livable  and  reasonabK' 
comfortable  atmosphere  for  the  men  who 
will  spend  the  rest  of  their  li\es  there." 
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Ondrak  Hall,  a  tliivc  story  cruci- 
formsliaped  Iniilding,  was  dedicated  and 
named  Sunday,  March  28.  Late  completion 
of  the  35,000  square-foot  building,  a  $1 
million  project  when  landscaped,  delayed 
the  opening  of  the  fall  school  semester. 
Ondrak  has  a  capicity  of  179  students,  al- 
though it  housed  only  135  spring  semester. 
The  women's  residence  hall  was  named 
after  Ambrose  Ondrak.  tlie  fourth  abbot  of  St. 
Procopius  abbe\  (1946-1961).  Abbot  Ondrak 
helped  organize  the  Catholic  Youth  Organi- 
zation (CYO)  and  served  as  president  and 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  Back  of  the  Yards 
neighborhood  council.  Known  for  a  time  as 
picket  line  priest,  he  helpt-d  in  the  struggle 
for  decent  housing  and  health  programs  and 
better  social  conditions  for  the  people  of  the 
Back  of  the  Yards  neighborhood  in  the 
1930s. 

The  student  lounge  was  named  in  memoiy 
of  the  late  wife  of  trustee  Ben  F.  Bohac. 

The  south  dining  hall  was  dedicated 
Wednesday,  October  7.  The  new  facility, 
located  on  the  ground  floor  of  Benedictine 
hall,  was  part  of  a  $180,000.  renovation  of 
college's  oldest  hall.  The  new  dining  hall 
includes  a  modern  serving  line,  dishwashing 
equipment,  a  large  student  dining  room  and 
two  smaller  dining  rooms  which  increases 
the  serving  capacit)-  as  v\'ell  as  provides  a 
more  modern,  i)righter  atmosphere  for  those 
who  are  willing  to  get  a  good  look  at  their 
food  before  eating. 

Also  part  of  the  building  renoxation  were 
new  lounges  for  both  faeufty  and  students,  a 
more  conxeniant  location  for  the  student 
health  service  and  individual  offices  for 
teachers  located  on  the  second  and  third 
floor  of  the  old  abbey  area.  Music  practice 
rooms  were  moved  to  the  fourth  floor.

"In  announcing  the  new  and  carefully  co«- 
sidered  name,  Illinois  Benedictine,"  stated  a 
memorandum  from  Fr.  Roman  Galiardi, 
OSB,  to  the  faculty,  "the  board  believes  the 
name  will  more  accurately  describe  the 
college  as  a  co-ed,  undergraduate,  liberal 
arts  college." 

The  name  change,  effective  Julv  1,  1971, 
was  officially  confirmed  by  the  St.  Procopius 
College  Corporation  on  December  22,  1971. 
In  selecting  the  name,  they  chose  to 
emphasize  both  the  location  of  the  college  in 
Illinois  and  the  heritage  of  the  Benedictine 
community  who  have  conducted  the  college 
since  its  founding  in  March,  1887. 

Called  the  "culmination  of  a  decade  of 
continuous  development,"  the  name  was  also 
intended  to  give  the  college  an  identitv  sepa- 
rate from  that  of  the  abbev. 

The  study  of  the  name  change  was 
initiated  by  the  Board  of  Directors  in  1966  in 
answer  to  repeated  requests  to  resolve  the 
difficulties  of  mispronunciation,  misspelling 
and  misunderstanding  encountered  b\' 
various  individuals  who  represented  the 
college  to  groups  remote  from  the  college 
community.  The  Board  of  Trustees  changed 
from  an  advisor\'  board  to  a  Board  of  Man- 
agement. Since  no  new  name  was  suggested, 
the  matter  was  tabled  for  further  evaluation 
during  the  time  of  college  e.xpansion.  In  the 
spring  of  1970  the  Board  formed  a  Trustee 
committee  to  resolve  the  question  of  the 
name  change. 

The  change  met  with  some  objection 
among  students  and  alumni,  primarily  on  the 
basis  that  the\'  felt  it  was  an  unnecessary 
departure  from  a  strong  tradition.  On 
campus,  se\eral  posters  and  a  window  letter 
sign  on  the  front  of  Kohlbeck  Hall  urged  the 
student  body  to  "STOP  THE  NAME 
CH.WGE."  Slany  students  saw  the  sign. 
Some  read  the  posters.  .\  few  attended  the 
all-guts,  no  power  meetings.

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In  a  speecli  to  the  faculty  on  October  29, 
shortly  after  presenting  his  resignation  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  Fr.  Roman  Galiardi,  OSB, 
noted  that  six  years  in  office  is  tlie  approxi- 
mate national  average  for  college  presidents. 
He  stated  "At  times  our  jobs  have  been  a 
chore,  but  nothing  worthwhile  is 
accomplished  easily,  or  without  effort  and 
energy.  Difference  of  opinion  only  stirs  the 
pot  for  improvement,  as  long  as  the  point  is 
reached  where  eveiyone  pulls  together  to 
accomplish  the  goal  that  is  finaly  defined." 

Previous  to  being  named  president  in  1965, 
Fr.  Roman  served  the  college  as  instructor  in 
psychology,  director  of  athletics,  director  of 
guidance,  director  of  admissions  and  dean  on 
academic  affairs.  During  his  term,  changes 
include  the  constiiiction  of  three  major 
buildings,  open  admission  of  women 
students,  increased  enrollment,  and  extensive 
building  renovations. 

Abbot  Daniel  Kucera,  OSB,  will  return  as 
president  on  June  1,  relinquishing  his 
position  as  the  head  of  St.  Procopius  Abbey. 
He  plans  to  emphasize  personal  education, 
flexible  programs  and  guided  independent 
studv  as  the  theme  of  his  administration.  He 
adds  that  each  student  should  have  the 
opportunity  to  "grow  intellectualh-  at  his 
own  pace  without  being  hindered  in'  out- 
moded structures."

Rev.  Thomas  Havlik,  OSB,  has  been 
elected  the  new  abbot  and  will  assure  his 
duties,  including  chancellor  of  the  college, 
June  1.

Under  new  head  coach  Tom  Beck,  the  1970 
Eagles  enjoved  one  of  their  finest  football 
seasons.  Phning  a  new  nine-game  season,  the 
Proco  gridders  amassed  a  6-3  record.  Two  of 
the  losses,  to  Lakeland  and  to  North  Central, 
were  h\'  one  and  fi\e  points  respectively. 

The  highlight  of  the  1970  season  was  the 
homecoming  game  against  Northwestern  of 
Wisconsin,  won  1)\-  the  Eagles  .56-0,  setting  a 
school  scoring  record. 

The  Eagles  pla\ed  e.xcellent  football  all 
season  long.  In  scoring,  the  Eagles  averaged  5 
points  per  game  over  their  opponents,  20..5  to 
1.5. .5.  The  Eagles  also  a\  eraged  o\er  .300  yards 
per  game,  compared  to  the  opponents' 
a\  erage  of  270.4.

Some  of  the  high  points  of  the  1970  season 
were  the  Uni\ersitv  of  Dubuque  (a  new  oppo- 
nent) and  the  Milton  College  games,  which 
were  won  on  field  goals  kicked  bv  Ale.x 
Naranjo.  In  the  Northwestern  game,  the 
Eagles  scored  every  way  possible,  except  for  a 
safet\'.  In  the  contest  against  Illinois  College, 
the  Eagle  defense  held  onto  the  lead  during 
the  entire  second  half,  after  the  offense  stalled 
after  a  20-point  first  half  The  last  game  of  the 
season  involved  a  long  domiant  rivalry  be- 
tween SPC  and  neighboring  North  Central 
College  of  Naperville.  The  game  see-sawed, 
with  the  NCC  Cardinals  emerging  victorious 
21-16. 

The  most  signal  honor  to  come  to  a  Proco 
football  player  this  past  season  was  Tom 
Danahers  inclusion  on  tlie  NCAA  All- 
Academic  team.  This  was  the  second  year  in  a 
row  that  an  SPC  gridder  had  been  so  honored. 
Danaher  led  all  candidates  nationwide  with  a 
3.92  average.

The  Eagles  opened  the  varsity  basketball 
season  with  three  victories  over 
Northwestern  of  Wisconsin,  North  Central 
and  Concordia.  They  looked  forward  to  a 
successfnl  season.  However,  they  were  to 
finish  the  season  with  5  wins  and  20  losses. 

The  St.  Xavier  Cougars,  a  newly  formed 
team,  challenged  the  Eagles  on  what  looked 
like  an  off-night  for  shooting  and 
rebounding.  The  Cougars  went  home  with  a 
win  for  the  first  contest  between  the  schools. 

The  highl\-  publicized  game  against  the 
Swedish  Nationals  in  December  provided  an 
interesting  challenge  and  defeat  for  the 
Eagles,  who  were  fifteenth  on  the  foreign 
clubs  tour  of  16  American  colleges.

disappointing  as  the  Eagles  won  only  two 
games  in  addition  to  their  opening  three 
games.  The  second  semester  letdown 
included  the  loss  of  Pat  Lvons  and  Mike 
Pisano  due  to  academic  ineligibilitv .  The  two 
remaining  victories  in  the  season  were  an 
easy  walk  over  Trinitv  and  a  vengeful  win 
over  archrival  Lewis  College.  Excellent 
rebounding,  backed  bv  consistentlv  strong 
offense  and  defense  highlighted  the  perfonn- 
ance  against  Lewis.  The  Eagles  fell  to  their 
last  seven  consecutiv  e  opponents  to  finish  the 
season  with  a  5-20  record. 

A  second  semester  transfer  student,  junior 
Neil  Hodur  set  the  school  record  for 
rebounds  in  a  single  game  with  26.  At  center 
position,  he  scored  an  a\  erage  of  14.6  points 
per  game.  Len  Chimino,  called  one  of  Proco's 
finest  guards  bv  coach  Tonv  LaScalla,  set 
school  records  in  total  points  and  free-throw 
average  with  573  and  .816.  His  perfonnance 
vvon  him  a  place  on  the  all -conference  squad. 
Chimino  was  also  selected  bv  the  Swedes  to 
an  all-star  team  to  tour  Europe  during  the 
summer.

St.  Procopius  opened  its  first  season  of 
vaisitv  wrestling  in  the  Noitliern  Illinois 
Intercollegiate  Conference  with  an  eight- 
member  scjuad  ot  five  sophomores  and  three 
fieshmen.

The  revival  of  the  Procopian  News  that 
followed  the  death  of  the  New  Edition  was  a 
slow  one.  First  semester  co-editors  Rich 
Holub  and  Bob  Oslak  were  not  chosen  until 
the  semester  was  six  weeks  old,  and  the  lack 
of  a  staff  fiMtiier  delayed  publication  of  the 
first  issue  until  the  end  of  November.  The 
fomiation  of  an  editorial  board  with  Steve 
Daniels  failed  to  bring  about  a  bi-weekly 
publication  schedule.

"Social  interaction  between  the  kids,  the 
kind  they  might  not  get  at  home,  is  the 
puqDose  of  our  program,"  said  Chris  Ast,  co- 
chairman  of  the  on-campus  program  for 
mentally  retarded  children. 

The  program  was  headed  by  co-chairmen 
Ast,  Ted  X'ytlacil  and  Sue  Traut.  Mr.  Joseph 
Gioioso  was  adviser.  They  helped  approxi- 
mately .55  children  from  neighboring  commu- 
nities, and  were  able  to  plan  on  a  steady  par- 
ticipation of  at  least  25  for  their  weekly  activ- 
ities. Among  these  activities  were  sleep-ins, 
dinners,  swim  outings  and  several  parties. 
"We  aimed  for  a  general  recreation  pro- 
gram," said  Ast,  "and  we  feel  that  we 
accomplished  that  goal." 

The  program  lost  the  participation  of  some 
SPC  students,  while  retaining  a  good  number 
of  volunteers  from  neighboring  colleges  and 
communities.

"because  we  don't  want  the  responsibilitv  of 
accounting  for  its  use  to  SG."  PTA  sponsored 
an  intramural  basketball  tournament.

Skurka  sets  District  pole  vault  record 


The  1971  track  season,  while  holding 
limited  success  for  the  team,  included  many 
individual  successes  and  some  school  and 
conference  records. 

The  Eagles  won  two  of  their  outdoor 
meets.  On  April  14,  they  defeated  Judson  and 
DePaul,  95-34-19.  Later,  they  won  a  second 
triangular  meet,  against  Elmhurst  and  Lake 
Forest,  7.3-69-27.  At  the  District  20  meet,  they 
took  seventh  place  in  12  schools  with  14 
points.  They  placed  fourth  in  five  at  the 
NIIC  conference  meet. 

Jerry  Skurka  won  both  the  indoor  and 
outdoor  District  20  pole  vault  championships 
with  record  jumps  of  13'6".  His  vaulting 
gained  74^2  points  for  the  team.  Skurka  was 
chosen  as  the  team's  most  valuable  player, 
and  elected  captain  for  1972, 

jim  Hall,  who  placed  consistently  in 
sprinting  and  jumping  events,  scored  the 
most  points,  taking  87/'2  for  the  season. 

Al  Kruml  set  a  new  school  and  conference 
record  in  the  shot  put  with  a  437"  throw. 
John  Joniak  and  .Mike  Kirchner  also  set 
school  records.  Joniak  ran  4:23.6  in  the  1  mile 
run  and  10:08.6  in  the  2  mile  run.  Kirchner 
ran  15:43.6  in  the  3  mile  run.

Speakers  present  ''challenge  of  the  70' s"  series 


Legal  investigator  Sherman  Skolnick  and 
State  Supreme  Court  Justice  Daniel  P.  Ward 
lectured  to  SPC  students  in  observance  of 
Law  day.  May  4. 

Skolnick's  speech  was  three-fold,  dealing 
with  conflict  of  interest,  false  imprisonment, 
and  collussion.  He  began  by  detailing  the 
events  that  led  to  the  resignation  of  former 
Supreme  court  justices  Solfisburg  and 
Klimbret.  The  case  centered  around  Ted 
Isaacs  and  the  Civic  Center  Bank.  Often 
judges  are  required  to  make  decisions  in 
cases  involving  banks  and  corporations  of 
which  they  are  a  board  member.  It  was  a 
similar  action  that  led  to  the  resignation  of 
the  supreme  court  justices,  claimed  Skolnick. 
Skolnick  also  alluded  to  a  Chicago 
assasination  plot  involving  tlie  late  John  F. 
Kennedy,  allegedly  concocted  by  a  radical 
wing  of  the  CIA,  of  which  Lee  Harvey 
Oswald  was  a  member. 

Judge  Ward  spoke  of  the  history  of  law, 
from  Runnymeade  where  King  John  signed 
the  magna  charta  to  present  day  decisions. 
Both  speakers  made  themselves  available  to 
question  and  answer  periods  although  judge 
Ward  was  unable  to  answer  on  captial 
punishment  because  the  matter  may  be  soon 
on  the  docket  of  the  court.
